Annville  s Oldest  Burial-Place 
and  Its  Memories 

PART  I.  — Historical.  Reminiscent,  and  Descriptive 

Lite  and  death  are  two  great  mysteries.  It  requires  more 
than  knowledge  to  make  proper  use  of  the  one  and  to  realize 
the  full  significance  of  the  other.  With  the  exception  of 
youth,  the  thought  of  the  departed  occupies  a prominent  place 
in  the  minds  and  hearts  of  the  majority  of  people.  The  fact 
that  they  do  not  talk  much  about  the  dead  does  not  prove  the 
contrary,  for  the  things  we  think  of  most  we  often  speak  of 
least,  following  Seneca’s  maxim:  Curiae  /eves  loijiaoi hn  , iu- 
genles  stuf><  tit . (Light  griels  are  talked  about,  great  ones 
stupefy.) 

The  dead,  though  removed  from  our  sight,  seem  to  be 
near  us.  Often  in  the  midst  ol  our  work,  while  we  are  read- 
ing or  meditating  on  some  unallied  topic,  suddenly  they  loom 
up  out  of  the  mysterious  realm  as  though  willing  and  ready' 
to  renew  old  ties. 

i Yet,  though  we  may  commune  with  the  spirit,  we  must 
dispose  of  the  body.  Whittier  says: 

We  dwell  with  fears  on  either  hand, 

Within  a daily  strife, 

And  spectral  problems  waiting  stand 
Before  the  gates  of  life. 

The  doubts  we  vainly  seek  to  solve. 

The  truths  we  know  are  one; 

The  known  and  nameless  stars  revolve 
Around  the  central  Sun. 

One  of  these  ‘’'sjJectral  problems’’  we  are  called  to  solve 
is  the  disposal  of  the  dead.  This  has  demanded  the  attention 
of  all  ages  and  climes,  resulting  in  various  solutions  brought 
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about  and  determined  by  various  factors,  such  as  climate,  en- 
vironment, superstition,  and  faith.  And,  as  we  shall  see,  the 
care  of  the  dead  is  a pretty  true  index  of  the  degree  of  civili- 
zation. 

Among  some  savage  tribes  the  dead  are^exposed  to  be  de- 
voured by  wild  beasts.  Others,  including  the  cultured  Par- 
sees,  place  their  dead  on  round  towers,  there  to  be  torn  to 
pieces  by  vultnres  and  other  birds  of  prey.  Zoroaster  com- 
manded them,  “Ye  shall  not  defile  the  earth.” 

The  ancient  Ichthyophagi  (fish  eaters)  cast  their  dead  into 
the  sea.  Barrow  burial  was  also  very  common  in  ancient 
times,  and.is  still  practiced  by  some  tribes.  It  consists  of 
erecting  mounds  of  stone  and  earth  over  the  remains  of  the 
dead. 

Scaffolding  was  the  method  in  use  among  the  Sioux  In- 
dians, placing  the  corpse  upon  a high  scaffold  and  leaving  it 
to  decay  and  waste  away  in  the  atmosphere.!  ' - x 

Placing  the  dead  in  underground  vaults,  natural  ^r  arti- 
ficial, was  a favorite  method  among  the  Jews  and  early  Christ- 
ians, and  is  practiced  to  a limited  extent  in  modern  times. 

Abraham  purchased  from  the  sons  of  Heth  (Hittites)  the 
cave  of  Machpelah  as  a family  vault  . for  400  silver  shekels — 
about  5250.  His  words  are  touching: — “I  am  a stranger  and 
a sojourner  with  you;  give  me  a possession  of  a burying- place 
with  you,  that  I may  bury  my  dead  out  of  my  sight.” — Gen. 
^3-4- 

The  Catacombs  of  Rome,  where  repose  the  early  Christ- 
ians of  the  Eternal  City,  afford  another  example  of  vault- 
burial.  Matthew  Arnold  says,  “Christianity  was  built  up  in 
the  Catacombs,  not  on  the  Palatines.” 

In  some  of  the  Spanish-speaking  islands  of  the-  West  In- 
dies, because  of  the  high  price  of  a burial  lot  in  a cemetery 
and  the  poverty  of  the  lower  classes,  it  has  been  the  custom  to 
rent  out  shelves  in  vaults  for  a term  of  years.  In  these  shelves 
or  columbaries,  as  they  are  called,' dead  bodies  are  placed.  At 
the  end  of  the  rental  period  the  bones  are  removed  and  pitched 
into  the  osario  or  charnel  pit,  to  make  room  for  other  bodies. 
This  custom  seems  repulsive  to  us,  but  the  Roman  Catholic 
natives  would  rather  bury  their  dead  in  consecrated  ground,  if 
only  for  a few  years,  than  place  them  in  unconsecrated  soil. 
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We  are  glad  to  state  that  the  new  order  of  things,  espec- 
ially in  Porto  Rico,  is  doing  away  with  this  sad  state  of  affairs. 

(For  this  West  Indian  custom  we  acknowledge  our  in- 
debtedness to  our  worthy  President,  H.  M.  M.  Richards, 
Lite  D .) 

The  ancient  Egyptians  embalmed  their  dead  with  such 
success  as  has  never  been  equaled  in  modern  times.  Crema- 
tion was  the  general  practice  of  ancient  civilized  nations,  ex- 
cept Egypt,  Judea,  and  China.  It  is  resorted  to  occasionally 
in  our  day  and  is,  no  doubt,  the  most  sanitary  of  all  methods 
of  disposing  of  the  dead. 

Interment  is  most  generally  practiced  in  modern  times. 

The  places  where  we  inter  our  dead  are  called  by  various 
names.  Formerlly  “graveyard”  was  in  common  use.  The 
burial-place  referred  to  in  this  sketch  has  for  many  years  been 
known  as  the  “old  graveyard.”  In  Pennsylvania-German  it 
is  referred  to  as  “der  alt  Kerchhof.  ” To  call  it  a cemetery 
seems  almost  out  of  place.  Our  forefathers  were  willing  to 
rest  in  a graveyard;  we  desire  to  repose  in  a cemetery. 

The  English  seem  to  prefer  “churchyard,”  for  formerly 
the  dead ‘were  buried -in  the  yard  surrounding  the  church. 
“Burying-ground”  and  “burial-ground”  are  also  frequently 
used  "by  our  English  cousins.  To  bury  comes  from  an  Anglo- 
Saxon  word,  meaning  to' hide  or  conceal. 

“God’s  Acre”  (Gottesacker)  commends  itself,  because  of 
the  idea  it  expresses,  that  the  dead  are  in  God’s  care.  Long- 
fellow says: 

I like  that  ancient  Saxon  phrase  which  calls 
The  burial-ground  God’s  Acre!  It  is  just; 

It  consecrates  each  grave  within  its  walls, 

And  breathes  a benison  o’er  the  sleeping  dust. 

A different  attitude  of  mind  is  shown  in  the  saying:  Die 

Pfarrer  bauen  den  Acker  Gottes  und  de  Arzte  den  Gottes- 
acker. (Parsons  till  God’s  vineyard  and  the  doctors  his 
churchyard.) 

The  word  “cemetery,”  generally  used  nowadays,  is  from 
the  Greek  koimeterion , and  means  a sleeping- place.  “Necrop- 
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olis”  is  not  in  common  use.  It  is  mostly  used  to  designate 
the  large,  common  burial-plot  adjoining  ancient  cities,  as,  for 
instance,  the  necropolis  of  Thebes.  These  ancient  cities  of 
the  dead,  as  the  term  “necropolis”  signifies,  thave  furnished 
the  explorer  with  many  unique  and  valuable  articles,  which 
ancient  peoples  buried  with  their  dead,  in  the  belief  that  such 
articles  would  prove  serviceable  to  them  in  the  spirit  world. 

In  the  early  history  of  our  country  private  burial-plots 
were  very  common.  They  frequently  were  placed  in  unat- 
tractive places.  Whittier,  in  “The  Old  Burying-Ground,” 
says: 

The  dreariest  spot  in  all  the  land 
To  Death  they  set  apart; 

With  scanty  grace  from  nature’s  hand, 

And  none  from  that  of  art.  ’ 

For  thus  our  fathers  testified, — | t 

That  he  might  read  who  ran, — \ 

The  emptiness  of  human  pride,  V 

The  nothingness  of  man. 

As  in  the  case  of  the  acts  of  interment  and  of  the  com- 
mon place  of  burying  our  dead,  the  English  language  posses- 
ses a number  of  terms  to  designate  the  place  where  individuals 
are  buried.  Such  are  grave,  sepulcher,  tomb,  vault,  crypt, 
(a  secret  recess  or  vault),  mound,  tumulus  (large  mound), 
cairn,  barrow,  pit. 

So  also  for  outward  structures  to  mark  such  places,  as 
gravestone,  monument,  cenotaph  (an  empty  tomb),  mauso- 
leum. 1 

Our  dead  demand  no  small  share  of  our  thought  and  at- 
tention. All  except  the  young  remember  the  dead  with 
tender  feelings.  We  follow  them  to  the  other  world  in  our 
meditations.  Our  mental  attitude  is  about  the  same  as  that  of 
% - 

l In  352  B.  C.  Artemisia,  the  widow  of  Mansolus,  King  of  Caria, 
erected  at  Halicarnassus  a memorial  of  unusual  magnificence  over  the 
tomb  of  her  husband.  Its  size  and  splendor  enabled  it  to  rank  as  one 
of  the  seven  wonders  of  the  world.  Hence  the  name  “^mausoleum”  to 
designate  a.monument  noted  for  its  size  and  architectural  splendor. 
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the  shades  of  the  unbnried  dead,  seen  by  Virgil,  when  he 
visited  Hades.  He  says:  Tendebantque.  manus  ripae  ulter- 
ioris  1 (And  they  stretch  their  hands  with  yearning  to  the 
farther  shore).  But  Christianity  permits  us  to  go  a step  far- 
ther and  see  hands  stretch \ngfrom  the  farther  shore  to  wel- 
come us. 

A burial-place  has  historical  importance.  The  inscriptions 
and  epitaphs  found  therein  are  concise  statements  of  the  lives 
and  careers  of  the  departed.  Biography  and  genealogy  owe  a 
great  deal  to  records  found  on  monuments  and  tombstones. 
They  frequently  serve  as  links  in  the  chain  of  events. 

Such  records  are  worthy  of  being  transcribed  and  pre- 
served. The  Pennsylvania- German  Society  has  approved  of 
this  idea  by  publishing  such  records. 

Several  years  ago  the  writer,  feeling  the  importance  of 
these  chronicles  of  the  dead,  made  exact  copies  of  all  the  in- 
scriptions in  the  oldest  burial-place  of  his  native  town.  He 
has  had  repeated  requests  since,  to  put  these  data  into  print, 
that  they  might  be  of  service  to  others.  Another  benefit  will 
be  the  correction  of  a number  of  errors  in  a prominent  histor- 
ical work,  errors  in  names  and  in  dates. 

In  1804  there  was  erected  in  Annville,  Pa.,  on  land  do- 
nated by  Abram  Raiguel  and  Martin  Ulrich,  a Union  Church 
(Lutheran  and  Reformed),  called  “Jerusalem  Church.”  It 
was  a child  of  the  Berg  Kirche  (Hill  Church),  built  of  lime- 
stone and  located  on  South  White  Oak  Street.  True  to  the 
custom  and  genius  of  the  Reformation  churches  of  that  day, 
there  was  connected  with  Jerusalem  Church  a parochial  school- 
house,  a one-story  log  structure,  now  remodeled  and  occupied 
as  a dwelling-house  by  Daniel  Seabold.  Jerusalem  Church 
was  remodeled  in  1848  and  sold  to  the  Reformed  people  in 
1872.  In  1903  it  was  replaced  by  a new  Gothic  structure 
known  as  Christ  Reformed  Church. 

A portion  of  the  land  donated  by  Messrs.  Raiguel  and  Ul- 
rich was  set  apart  for  a graveyard  and  served  as  such  for  about 
90  years.  The  last  interment  took  place  in  1891.  If  there 
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were  later  interments,  there  are  no  inscriptions  to  designate 
them. 

In  this  burial  place 

“Each  in  his  narrow  cell  forever  laid, 

The  rude  forefathers  of  the  hamlet  sleep.” 

When  a lad,  the  writer  spent  many  an  hour  in  this  grave- 
yard, playing  hide  and-seek  with  his  companions,  hunting 
nests  of  bumble-bees,  and  gathering  flowers.  The  red  moss- 
pink,  the  white  lily  of  the  valley,  and  the  blue  periwinkle 
grew  in  profusion  and  combined  to  make  a bouquet  of  patri- 
otic colors,  being  at  the  same  time  typical  of  the  redeeming 
blood  of  the  Savior,  the  white  garments  of  the  saints,  and  the 
“many  mansions”  of  the  blest  in  the  azure  sky. 

The  appended  inscriptions  were  copied  during  the  summers 
of  1908,  1909  and  1910.  It  was  rathe^ a tedious  and  difficult 
task.  Some  of  the  inscriptions  could  barely  ^b^  deciphered. 
A few  were  illegible.  My  faithful  St.  Bernard,,1  Barrie,  and 
his  small  companion,  Uno,  were  my  constant  attendants. 

The  condition  of  the  graveyard  has  been  greatly  improved 
since  then.  At  that  time  it  was  fast  becoming  a wilderness. 
Tall  weeds,  locust  sprouts,  thorns,  thistles,  bushes,  fallen 
tombstones,  sunken  graves,  and  water  . gullies  characterized 
the  place.  But  it  is  with  a feeling  of  satisfaction  that  the 
writer  can  state  that  recently  fhe  place  has  been  renovated, 
and  now  (1915)  presents  quite  a different  appearance.  By 
voluntary  labor,  after  the  day’s  work  was  done,  a number  of 
faithful  church-workers  cut  down  trees,  cleared  away  briars 
and  brush,  dug  out  the  young  shoots,  filled  in  the  sunken 
graves,  set  upthe  fallen  tombstones,  and  thu$  brought  about 
a general  transformation  of  the  place.  A new  fence  com- 
pletes the  improvements. 

The  graveyard  adjoins  the  church  and  was  originally  sur- 
rounded by  a limestone  walL  the  southern  part  of  which  alone 
is  standing,  the  other  parts  having  been  replaced  by  wire 
fences.  The  plot  contains  about  half  an  acre. 

No  blocks  were  sold  in  thi^burying-ground.  The  order 
of  burial  was  in  rows  from  north  to  south."  Frequently  persons 
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in  no  wise  related  lie  between  husband  and  wife,  merely  be- 
cause‘they  died  after  the  husband  a nd_  Before  the  wife. 

A few  wealthy  families  or  individuals  were  surrounded  by 
? iron  fences,  which  have  now  been  removed,  because  there  was 
\ no  one  to  attend  to  their  repair. 

Most  corpses  were  buried  with  feet  extending*  eastward. 
It  was  a common  belief  that  on  the  Day  of  Judgment  the  Lord 
would  appear  in  the  east.  Thus,  if  the  corpse  would  face  the 
east,  the  risen  body  of  the  believer  would  rise  facing  the  Judge, 
when  about  to  pronounce  the  final  verdict. 

This  graveyard  contains,  as  nearly  as  can  be  ascertained  at 
this  late  day,  494  graves.  326  are  marked  with  stones  bear- 
ing inscriptions,  wnile  24  show  mere  fragments  of  limestone 
^nd  144  have  no  marker  whatever.  Thus  in  the  case  of  168, 
there  is  no  clue  to  the  occupants.  Nine  bodies  have  been  re- 
moved to  other  resting  places.  ' 

The  first  interment  was  that  of  Anamaria  Stroh  (10-3)  in 
1804  and  the  last,  Frederick  Galebach  (6  8)  in  1891. 

The  names  of  many  prominent  families  are  found  in  this 
graveyard.  Some  of  the  names  are  no  longer  heard  in  Ann- 
ville.  The  following  occur  repeatedly:  Berry,  Biever,  Bing- 
ham, Bodenhorn,  Carmany,  Cassel,  Henning,  Hoverter,  Im- 
boden,  Marshall,  Ney,  Raiguel,  Seabold,  Shertzer,  Siegrist, 
Sf^in,  Stroh,  Thomas,  Ulrich. 

Grayes  of  infants  abound.  These  are  scattered  in  various 
parts  of  the  graveyard — not  in  a place  by  themselves,  as  in 
some  old  burial-plots  of  New  England,  where  there  are  mounds 
in  which  were  placed  the  bodies  of  unbaptized  infants.  Such 
a section  was  known  as  Limbus  Infantorum. 

Dickens  says:  “Oh I it  is  hard  to  take  to  heart  the  lesson 
that  such  deaths  will  teach,  but  let  no  man  reject  it,  for  it  is 
one  that  all  must  learn,  and  is  a mighty,  universal  Truth. 
When  Death  strikes  down  the  innocent  and  young,  for  every 
fragile  form  from  which  he  lets  the  panting  spirit  free,  a hun- 
dred virtues  rise,  in  shapes  of  mercy,  charity,  and  love,  to 
walk  the  world,  and  bless  it.  Of  every  tear  that  sorrowing 
mortals  shed  on  such  green  graves,  some  good  is  born,  some 
gentler  nature  comes.  In  the  Destroyer’s  steps  there  spring 
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up  bright  creations  that  defy  his  power,  and  his  dark  path  be- 
comes a way  of  light  to  Heaven.” — Old  Curiosity  Shop. 

The  inscriptions  show  the  following  interments:  one  year 
and  less,  45:  one  year  to  six,  69;  six  to  twenty  years,  28; 
twenty  to  fifty  years,  75;  above  fifty  years,  106. 

The  tombstones  are  chiefly  of  marble  and  sandstone,  a 
few  of  limestone,  and  one  of  iron — mostly  plain  parallelo- 
grams, but  some  with  carved  ornaments,  and  some  with 
“shapeless  sculpture  decked."  There  are  no  monuments. 
Large  horizontal  slabs  resting  on  a raised  foundation  seem  to 
take  their  place.  A number  of  graves  are  marked  by  a mere 
fragment  of  limestone. 

“The  tombstone’s  way  we  recommend 
To  each  who’d  truly  be  our  friend. 

A tombstone  you  will  rarely  find 

Which  says  of  one  a thing  unkind.  C 

In  storm  and  sunshine  still  the  same,  | 

) 

Unwavering  it  upholds  one’s  name.  / 

Yea,  though  the  world  above  may  frown, 

It  sticks  up  for  one  when  he’s  down.”

There  is  a great  deal  of  superstition  connected  with  cem- 
eteries. Among  the  Romans,  reading  inscriptions  on  tomb- 
stones weakened  the  memory.  In  speaking  of  memory,  Cicero 
says:  “Nor  do  I fear,  when  reading  inscriptions,  that  my 
memory  may  be  impaired,  as  they  say.  For  by  reading  these 
inscriptions,  I regain  my  recollections  of  the  dead.”  1 

A similar  notion  is  found  among  the  Jews,  whd  believed 
that  to,  look  upon  the  face  of  a dead  person  was.  harmful  to 
the  memory. 

We  do  not  know  but  that  our  memory  was  rather  refresh- 
ed and  strengthened  by  reading  the  inscriptions  that  follow. 

We  all  recall  the  good  luck  attendant  upon  carrying  in 
one’s  pocket  the  left  hind  foot  of  a rabbit  caught  in  a grave- 
yard the  night  before  Christmas. 


1 Cic.  de  Senec.  VII. 
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In  the  earlier  years  of  our  graveyard’s  history,  beginning 
with  1804,  the  inscriptions  are  for  the  most  part  German. 
English  becomes  more  frequent,  as  we  approach  the  rear  (east 
part)  of  the  graveyard.  In  all  we  find  181  German  and  139 
„.  English  inscriptions.  Two  employ  both  languages.  Five 
German  inscriptions  use  English  letters. 

The  rules  of  orthography  and  capitalization  are  frequently 
violated.  Punctuation  is  likewise  neglected  and  misapplied. 
One  is  frequently  reminded  of  Gray’s  “unlettered  muse.’’ 

Various  phrases  are  employed  to  designate  the  end  of  life, 
such  as  “died, ’’  “departed  this  life,”  “gone  before,”  “here 
rests,”  “here  rest  the  bones,”  “here  rests  according  to  the 
body,”  etc. 

j The  age  is  expressed  in  some  unusual  ways,  such  as  “2 
years  less  2.2  days;”  “29  years,  9 months,  3 weeks,  and  1 day;” 
“14  months  and  10  days;”  “ 10  weeks  and  4 days. ” 

Frequent  errors  are  found  in  the  inscriptions.  We  were 
very  careful  in  making  exact  copies.  It  was  often  very  diffi- 
cult to  get  the  correct  reading.  In  inscriptions  worn  by  time 
Jany  (January)  can  not  readily  be  distinguished  from  Juny 
(June),  nor  Mar.  from  May.  So  the  monthsending  in  “em- 
ber” may  cause  confusion,  when  the  first  part  is  nearly  worn 
away.  Likewise  the  digits  1 and  7,  3 and  5,  6 and  o are  apt 
to  read  wrong,  when  they  are  no  longer  distinct. 

In  some  instances  errors  in  the  statement  of  age  are  only 
seemingly  such,  as  by  close  calculation,  the  number  of  days  is 
found  to  be  correct.  But  errors  in  months  and  years  will  not 
yield  to  this  method.  This  subject  is  referred  to  in  Dr.  H.  M. 
M.  Richards’  paper,  “A  Word  About  Seals,”  (Vol.  V,  No.  6, 
Lebanon  County  Historical  Society  Publications.)  In  speak- 
ing of  errors  in  inscriptions,  he  cites  Mr.  Grimaldi,  who  says: 
“Many  instances  are  on  record  of  the  incorrectness  of  inscrip- 
tions, which  arises  from  various  causes;  executors  are  not  al- 
ways well  informed  on  the  subject;  frequently  all  the  trans- 
actions relating  to  funerals  and  monuments  (of  eminent  men 
especially),  are  under  the  direction  of  an  undertaker,  a man 
seldom  very  careful  or  very  learned;  he,  again,  hands  over 
half  of  his  orders  to  the  stonemason,  a man  probably  of  less

learning;  and  if  we  often  see'the  most  absurd  orthography  in 
epitaphs,  there  is  less  reason  to  impute  infallibility  to  the 
chisel,  when  carving  dates.  The  monuments  of  S.terne  and 
Goldsmith  may  be  referred  to  as  notorious  proofs.  In  the  lat- 
ter there  is  an- error  of  no  less  than  three  years.” 

Dr.  Richards  then  refers  to  an  instance  nearer  home — the 
recutting  of  the  inscription  on  the  tombstone  of  Conrad 
Weiser’s  wife,  near  Womelsdorf,  Pa.  The  re-cut  inscription 
gives  her  birth  as  occurring  in  1730  and  her  age  as  48  years; 
whereas  the  original  stated  she  was  born  in  1700  and  died 
aged  78  years. 

The  poetic  Muse  has  entered  most  old  cemeteries  and  left 
her  effusions  there.  Our  old  graveyard  is  no  exception. 
Some  old  epitaphs  in  new  England  burial-places  are  queer,  to 
say  the  least.  In  King’s  Chapel  graveyard,  Boston,  Mass., 

we  find  this:  - r 

* -\ 

Here  lies  the  pod:  \ 

The  pease  are  shelled  ^ J 

And  gone  to  God. 

Another  is: 

Here  sleeps  that  blessed  one, 

Whose  life  God  help  us  all  to  live, 

That  so  when  time  shall  be, 

That  we  this  earth  must  leave, 

We  ever  may  be  happy 
With  blessed  William  Paddy, 

In  our  graveyard  mortuary  verse  occurs  frequently,  as  can 
be  seen  by  reference  to  the  inscriptions  given  hereafter. 

We  cannot  equal  the  above,  but  some  “uncouth”  lines 
are  found.  Witness  the  following: 

“When  dead  and  in  my  grave 
And  all  my  bones  are  rotten 
' When  this  you  see  Remember  me 

Although  I should  be  forgotten.  ” , 

The  following  seems  rather  a reflection  upon  the  sur- 
viving: 
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“For  his  soul  pleased  the  Lord;  therefore  he  hasted  to 
call  him  away  from  among  the  wicked"”  - 

On  the  other  hand,  there  are  some  very  fine  lines  to  be 
found,  containing  elevating  and  inspiring  thoughts,  full  of 
comfort,  hope,  and  cheer  This  is  especially  true  of  the  Ger- 
man specimens  To  perceive  their  beauty  and  appropriate- 
ness, it  is  necessary  to  be  somewhat  of  a German  scholar. 

A number  of  instances  occur  in  which  the  poetry  is  writ- 
ten as  prose — not  separated  into  verses.  The  meter  may  be 
defective  and  capitals  missing,  but  there  is  no  lack  of  faith 
and  hope  in  the  future.  Among  the  sentiments  expressed 
there  loom  up  prominently  those  of  immortality,  resurrection, 
salvation,  rest,  peace,  death,  no  parting,  joy,  obedience,  re- 
jmembrance,  thankfulness,  splendor,  consolation,  holy  life,  re- 
ward, bliss,  sleep,  and  relief.  56  inscriptions  contain  verse, 
46  German  and  10  English.  Among  the  latter  are  a few  pious 
sayings  or  maxims. 

Ten  texts  of  Scripture  are  given;  five  are  merely  desig- 
nated. 

One  thought  more  claims  our  attention  and  that  is  the 
neglect  of  old  burial-places.  This  is  often  due  to  the  transi- 
tory character  of  human  feeling.  Dickens  says:  The  memory 
of  those  who  die  below  passes  away  so  soon.  At  first  they 
tepd  them  morning,  noon,  and  night;  they  soon  begin  to  come 
less  frequently;  from  once  a day  to  once  a week;  from  once  a 
week  to  once  a month;  then  at  long  intervals;  then  not  at  all. 
Such  tokens  seldom  flourish  long.  I have  known  the  briefest 
summer  outlive  them.”  1 

Another  reason  for  the  neglect  of  the  abode  of  the  dead  is, 
no  doubt,  the  fact  that,  frequently  with  the  lapse  of  time  a 
family  dies  out  in  the  locality,  and  no  relatives  are  left  to  in- 
terest themselves  in  the  graves  of  their  ancestors. 

The  only  remedy  for  such  a sad  state  of  affairs,  that  we 
can  think  of,  is  for  well-to-do  individuals  or  families  to  give  a 
certain  sum  to  the  cemetery  authorities,  the  interest  of  which 
shall  be  devoted  to  keep  their  graves  in  decent  condition.  If 
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every  one  would  do  this,  a cemetery  would  have  an  endow- 
ment fund,  as  it  were,  the. proceeds  of  which  could  be  devoted 
to  general  repairs  and  improvements.  Such  donations  should 
be  kept  in  a separate  fund,  for  if  they  are  thrown  into  the  gen- 
eral treasury,  they  are  apt  in  process  of  time  to  be  lost  sight 
of,  and  the  purpose  for  which  they  were  given  will  not  be  ef- 
fected. 

It  has  always  seemed  appropriate  to  the  writer  that  the 
dead  should  repose  near  the  church  in  which  they  were  active 
during  life.  So  it  seems  fitting  that  the  church  should  be  the 
guardian  of  their  final  resting  place. 

In  some  rapidly  growing  cities,  where  land  values  increase 
at  an  enormous  rate,  the  civic  authorities  have  transformed 
old  cemeteries  into  parks,  thus  preventing  desecration,  and 
benefiting  the  living.  Central  Park,  Washington  and  Madi- 
son Squares,  New  York,  with  others,  had  |heir  origin  in  old 
graveyards.  In  this  way  have  the  dead  helped  to  ma^e  life 
more  comfortable  and  cheerful  for  the  living.  - )

PART  II.  The  Inscriptions. 

The  following  inscriptions  are  designated  by  two  num- 
‘ bers.  The  first  denotes  the  grave,  while  the  second  denotes 
\ the  row.  Thus  1 2-1 1 is  the  1 2th  grave  in  the  1 ith  raw;  4-26 
is  the  4th  grave  in  the  26th  row,  etc. 

The  graves  are  numbered  from  north  to  south;  the  rows 
from  west  to  east.  The  rows  are  not  laid  out  regularly,  nor 
are  they  of  the  same  length.  In  fact,  in  order  to  carry  out  the 
system,  several  rows  contain  only  a few  graves,  and  one  or 
two,  only  one. 

We  deemed  this  method  of  location  the  best  to  designate 
the  place  of  a grave,  though  the  system  is  an  artificial  one. 
jit  makes  it  possible  to  find  any  grave  by  means  of  its  number. 
To  ascertain  the  number  an  index  has  been  added. 

We  have  ventured  to  add  brief  remarks  after  certain  in- 
scriptions. Of  course,  the  selection  of  persons  as  the  subjects 
of  comment  was  determined  and  limited  by  the  writer’s  know- 
ledge and  acquaintance.  Though  in  some  respects  certain 
ones  may  have  ranked  a little  higher  than  others,  yet  here,  in 
this  “city  of  the  dead,”*  all  are  on  a level.  “The  paths  of 
glory  lead  but  to  the  grave.” 

T&e  writer  has  taken  every  possible  precaution  to  insure 
the  correctness  of  these  copies  of  inscriptions.  Repeated  in- 
spection and  careful  copying  insure  their  reliability.

[Mr.  Shertzer  was  a prominent  citizen  of  early  Annville 
and  the  progenitor  of  the  Shertzer  (Scherzer;  family  of  that 
place.  He  was  Annville’s  first  merchant,  dealing  in  general 
merchandise.  Tradition  says  he  came  to  Annville  from  Man- 
heim,  Lancaster  County,  and  established  the  first  store  in  the 
one-story  stone  building  east  of  the  old  U.  B.  Church,  and  for- 
merly known  as  the  Boyer  home.  Subsequently  Mr.  Shertzer 
-built  the  present  Kinports  home  and  the  store  building,  which 
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has  been  enlarged  since.  Here  he  did  a flourishing  business. 
Mrs.  Jacob  Grobb  of  Schaeflferstown  was  a sister  of  Mr. 
Shertzer. 

His  sons,  John  and  Jacob,  succeeded  him  in  business. 
Their  home  was  the  present  post-office  building,  which  was 
erected  by  John  Shertzer,  Jr.,  (North-west  corner  Main  and 
White  Oak.)  It  was  one  of  the  first  brick  residences  in  Ann- 
ville.  75  years  ago  there  were  only  three. 

John  Shertzer,  Sr.,  had  12  children.  Six  died  in  infancy. 
Those  that  reached  maturity  were  John,  William,  Jacob,  Fan- 
nie, Catharine  and  Mary. 

Daniel  (3-12)  was  probably  one  of  his  sons,  while  Emme- 
line ( 1- 18)  and  John  William  (310)  were  probably  grand- 
children.. 

John  Shertzer’s  daughter,  Fannie,  married  John  Killinger 
who  subsequently  was  elected  State  Senator. 

She  was  the  mother  of  Ex- Congressman  John  W.  Killing- 
er, Esq.  Catharine  married  Dr.  Hittel,  of  Hamilton,  Ohio. 
Mary  married  William  Carmony.  She  was  the  mother  of  Mrs. 
Lucy  Truitt  and  Robert  Carmony,  who  formerly  resided  in 
Annville.  John  William  (2-12)  and  Henrietta  Barbara  (1-12) 
were  also  children  of  Mary’s.  The  Carmony  family  came  from 
the  neighborhood  of  Carlisle.  -

[Martin  Ulrich,  together  with  Abram  Raiguel  (5  5,)  do- 
nated to  the  congregations  the  land  on  which  was  built  in  1804 
the  Jerusalem  Church,  the  predecessor  of  Christ  Reformed 
Church.  About  half  an  acre  was  set  apart  as  a burial  place, 
the  one  whose  occupants  we  are  recording. 

Shortly  before  1800,  Messrs.  Ulrich  and  Raiguel  laid  out 
an  addition  to  Annville,  extending  from  White  Oak  street  to 
Ulrich  street. 

Martin  Ulrich  was  an  uncle  of  Adam  Ulrich  II  (22-1)  and 
the  son  of  Adam  Ulrich  I,  who  was  one  of  the  three  founders 
of  Annville  in  1762 — Miller,  Raiguel,  Ulrich.]

Mr.  Strein  was  a German  by  birth  and  was  well  fitted  for 
his  work.

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[The  Raiguels  were  of  French  extraction.  .As, far  as 
we  know,  there  were  three  Abraham  Raiguels.  The  first  died 
in  1795.  He  was  a large  land  owner  and  lived  a bachelor  life 
in  a log  hut,  on  the  hill  across  the  Quittapahilla,  south  of 
Kreider’s  mill,  to  the  south  of  Annville,  where  subsequently 
was  erected  by  his  nephew  the  large  Raiguel  homestead.  He 
was  one  of  the  founders  of  Annville:  He  was  a native  of 

Cougmont,  Switzerland.  Buried  at  the  Hill  Church. 

Abram  Raiguel,  the  second  (5-5)  1766-1841,  was  a 
nephew  of  Abraham  I.  He  came  to  this  country  in  1788. 
He  built  the  large  Raiguel  farmhouse  and  also  the  mill  back  of 
the  Heilig  House  in  1793,  and  Kreider’s  mill  in  1797.  He 
was  one  of  the  donors  of  the  land  on  part  of  which  was  erected 
the  Jerusalem  Church  and  part  was  consecrated  for  use  as  a 
burial  place, — Annville’s  oldest  graveyard,  the  one  we  are  re- 
cording. 

Abraham  Raiguel  III,  1796-1849,  (17-5)  was  the  son  of 
Abram  II.  He  was  the  builder  of  Bachman’s_Mill  in  1831.. 
His  wife’s  name  was  Mary,  sometimes  called  Polly;  Abram 
the  Second’s  wife  was  called  Elizabeth  (4-5.)  ]

He  was  a native  of  Annville,  and 
had  enlisted  in  the  company  of  Peter  Grubb,  Jr.  This  com- 
pany formed  a part  of  Col.  Miles’  battalion-,  and  was  with 
Washington  in  the  battles  of  Long  Island,  Trenton,  Princeton, 
Brandywine  and  Germantown.  He  took  part  in  the  capture 
of  the  Hessians.  In  the  fall  of  1776  he  was  stricken  with 
camp  fever,  and  expected  never  to  return  home  again. 

All  honor  to  those  Pennsylvania  Germans  who  helped  us 
to  achieve  our  independence,  being  willing  even  to  fight 
against  their  own  kith  and  kin,  who  ignobly  gave  themselves 
as  hirelings  to  our  enemies.

Why  should  not  such  graves  be  decorated  on  Memorial' 
Day,  as  well  as  the  resting  places  of  those  who  took  part  in 
later  wars? 

One  of  the  sons  of  Johannes  Schmidt,  John  Smith,  was 
engaged  in  the  meat  business  in  Annville  about  1810, ( but 
emigrated  to  Ohio,  where,  during  the  war  of  i8i2-’i4,  he 
packed  and  shipped  meat  to  the  U.  S.  Army. 

Another  son,  Conrad  by  name,  was  a corporal  in  the  war 
of  1812-’ 14.  He  was  married  to  Susanna  Ensmingera  daugh- 
ter of  Lieut.  Peter  Ensminger,  who  served  in  the  Revolution. 
(See  remarks  on  3- 15.)  Dr.  C.  H.  Smith  of  Linglestown.Pa., 
is  a grandson  of  Conrad.  To  him  we  are  under  obligations 
for  valuable  information.
